

COUNTY BUILDING 

Petition presented 
to County Council

County Council was officially presented with a petition ask¬ 
ing for a vote on the issue of a new County administration 
building at their Sept. 26 meeting. 

Henry Kuelker presented the petition to Council Sept. 26 - 
a week after Councillors made the decision to go ahead with 
the vote which will be put on the ballot during the County 
election. 

Kuelker said the petition group collected over 1,600 signa¬ 
tures for the petition - about 500 more than what would have 
been necessary to force a binding plebiscite. 

County CAO stated earlier this month that the petition 
would not make a vote binding because all of the signatures 
had to be collected 60 days after the decision was made. 

Kuelker told Council the lawyer associated with the peti¬ 
tion said the petition would count if the question wasn’t 
worded exactly the same as the County decision. 

"We were told that a petition that didn't have the exact word¬ 
ing of the motion had 60 days from the first signature,” said 
Kuelker adding that if the County didn't feel the outcome of 
the vote was binding the group would go out and collect for 
another petition dictating how much the County could spend 
on a new building. 

Kuelker stated in the meeting that spending more than 
$750,000 on a new building would get the petitioners out of 
their "armchairs” and back into the County to collect more 
signatures. 

Reeve Ian Harvie told Kuelker that Council was aware the 
petition was circulating through the County and was aware 
of its intent. He said Council addressed that concern and resi¬ 
dents would have a voice at the upcoming election. 

"We realize the information vehicle could have been 
stronger," said Harvie about the issue, adding that initiatives 
were being put in place to give voters information about the 
vote so they could make an informed decision. 

Because County Council made the decision to hold a vote 
on the issue of a new County building, the vote will not be 
binding, said Harvie at the regular Council meeting. 

Some Councillors seemed surprised that the vote would not 
be binding and asked to have the minutes checked. Neither 
motion made at the special meeting indicated that the vote 
would be binding. 

The County cited immediate building needs like replacing 
the roof and the electrical system as reasons for going ahead 
with the new building. 

According to the County the mechanical system would also 
have to be replaced and that the current system only provides 
fresh air when the air-conditioning is on, meaning there is no 
fresh air ventilation for 70 per cent of the year.

The future of the Didsbury 
Hospital could be an issue in 
the coming year says an al¬ 
ready appointed Health Au¬ 
thority 5 member. 

Jim Turner, who will serve 
on the health authority dur¬ 
ing the next term after being 
appointed by the Alberta gov¬ 
ernment believes that the is¬ 
sue of the hospital and other 
care issues are far from over, 
especially since the Province 
has announced that it is en¬ 
tering a time that is filled with 
budget cuts. 

"Facilities and programs 
are constantly being scruti¬ 
nized because of the high cost 
of healthcare," said Turner. 
"The costs of drugs is astro¬ 
nomical. 

"As costs continue to rise 
everything will be evaluated." 

And that became evident 
earlier this month when Al¬ 
berta Health Minister Gary 
Mar raised some people's eye¬ 
brows when he suggested 
looking at user-fees within 
the health care system. 

The fight for the Didsbury 
Hospital took up a major 
chunk of the current board’s 
time during their term as a 
board. 

Turner said it was time well 
spent and that local people 
were able to learn a little bit 
more about the process of 
healthcare and what the lo¬ 
cal boards role is in the situ¬ 
ation. 

The fact that Turner has 
already been appointed to the 
board means that the local 
area will have two fairly lo¬ 
cal members after the vote is

County building... 

The people will have their say 
but the vote will not be binding. 

In the issue of a new County 
building the question will be posed 
to voters but when the Xs are 
marked. County will use the in¬ 
formation only in regards to mak¬ 
ing a decision. 

At the last County Council 
meeting some Councillors were 
caught off guard when they found 
out the decision they made a week 
previous to put the question on the 
ballot was not going to officially dictate what the decision was 
going to be in regards to a new County building. 

One councillor, after the meeting, said County Council was 
going to follow the wishes of the constituents no matter what 
the official decision ended up being. But that is only if enough 
of the same Council members are able to get back into their 
seats. The reality of the situation is that the new Council will 
be the ones that decide whether the vote will be binding or 
not. Under the Municipal Government Act if the County de¬ 
cides to go ahead with a vote then it becomes information 
only. If the electorate forces a plebiscite with a petition con¬ 
taining signatures from 10 per cent of the population, then 
the vote becomes binding. 

The County held a special meeting and determined there 
were enough people in the County against the building to 
warrant a vote on the building. They heard about the petition 
and timelines forced them to deal with the issue immediately if 
they wanted to include the question with the County voting 
process. However when the petition was handed in, a week 
after the meeting, it had more than enough names on it. The 
County argues it is not valid because the group only had 60 
days after the original decision was made to collect the signa¬ 
tures. The petitioners say according to their lawyer they had 
60 days from when the first signature was collected. 

What if the petition is valid? What happens then? Do we 
hold yet another vote that really counts? Or will the next County 
Council respect the wishes of the voters?

Prime Minister y s response to 
tragedy awkward and slow

Since becoming a Member of Parliament in 
1993, I have generally felt anger and frustra¬ 
tion in my dealings with this Liberal govern¬ 
ment. Their arrogant attitude has always tainted 
everything they have ever done. Their reaction 
to the recent terrorist attack in the United States 
has left me thoroughly disgusted and ashamed. 

When tragedy struck on September 11, I fully 
anticipated resuming to Ottawa for an emergency 
debate in Parliament. Although I was aware air 
travel was virtually impossible initially I would 
have found a way to make it back to Ottawa. I 
believe when there is a crisis your parliamen¬ 
tarians should be ready to serve. That is our 
job! 

Instead we returned as scheduled on Septem¬ 
ber 17. Arriving in Ottawa I was quickly in¬ 
formed of the previous week’s events in Our 
Nation's capital. The first punch came when I 
learned that our own Defence Minister Art 
Eggleton was whining to a fellow passenger in 
the Ottawa airport that he had to leave Ottawa 
urgently in order to make his tennis game he 
had scheduled in Toronto. 

This at a time when air travel should have 
been on a priority basis only. I believe that our 
Defence Minister's attitude is reflective of the 
Prime Minister and his entire cabinet. Tennis 
and golf are top of the list. 

Don't think for a minute that the eastern 
media has over looked the behaviour of this 
uncaring government. Headlines screamed from 
the paper: "We want leadership. We're getting 
monumental imbecility!” Day after day, article 
after article the story is the same. The Liberals 
have had two weeks to offer meaningful and spe¬ 
cific policy solutions and have failed to do so. 
The Prime Minister's reaction to the tragedy has 
been awkward and slow when it comes to issues 


such as border security, immigration and the 
offer of military assistance. I have grown accus¬ 
tomed to Liberal complacency but surely if ever 
there was a time in the past 8 years to take deci¬ 
sive and resolute action, it is now. 

The next shock came when I attended a non- 
denominational service for Members of Parlia¬ 
ment. The Prime Minister refused to attend, even 
when the American Ambassador found the time 
to mourn with us, while his country was in cri¬ 
sis. The Prime Minister's behaviour should not 
have surprised me, since he felt it was not ap¬ 
propriate for a prayer during the national day 
of mourning on Parliament Hill at which 100,000 
people from the Ottawa area attended. 

During President Bush's speech to Congress, 
the President failed to mention Canada at any 
point. Although the Prime Minister ignored this 
slight, it saddens me that the Canadian govern¬ 
ment is not considered a strong ally by the 
United State.s. Rather than the Prime Minister 
seeing this as a wake up call to his lack of ac¬ 
tion, he further insults our neighbours by re¬ 
fusing to visit ground zero in New York because 
he has a Liberal fundraising dinner to attend. 

I find this an affront to the US, the people of 
New York, those involved in the search and res¬ 
cue, and especially the victims and their fami¬ 
lies, including the estimated 100 or so Canadi¬ 
ans who perished and were injured. It is a na¬ 
tional disgrace that brings shame on all of 
Canada. Once again, the Prime Minister has 
proven himself to be an uncaring and insensi¬ 
tive leader. 

At this time of uncertainty I want all the peo¬ 
ple of Wild Rose to know that I will be harass¬ 
ing the government to wake up and do their job. 
This Liberal don’t-worry-be-happy attitude has 
to change, because your safety and security de¬ 
pends upon it.

Canadians putting together tribute 


website for those lost in attacks 


Hello, my name is Andie 
Maranda. My husband, Baron 
Bedesky and I, like most Cana¬ 
dians, have been glued to the tel¬ 
evision for the last week intently 
watching the aftermath of the 
tragedy which occurred in the 
United States on Tuesday, Sep¬ 
tember 11. Shock, horror, de¬ 
spair, incredulity anger and sad¬ 
ness are but a few of the emo¬ 
tions that we have all felt. As 
the events unfold and the search 
for survivors continues, many 
of us are feeling compassion for 
the families and friends of the 
victims. 

We know that most of the vic¬ 
tims are American but many 
were of other nationalities. 
Many of the Canadian television 
networks have guesstimated the 
number of Canadians who have 
been lost in these attacks, either 
as passengers on the planes, at 
the World Trade Centre or at the 
Pentagon. The latest figures 
announced have indicated be¬ 
tween 25 to 50 Canadians are 
still missing. 

We did not personally lose 
any relatives but as we watch 
the television reports every day, 
we now wonder if there is a pos¬ 
sibility that one or more of the 
victims may have been a former 
friend, schoolmate or acquaint¬ 
ance of ours. We also wonder 
about the lives of the Canadian 
victims who were they, how 
many family members have they 
left behind, what did they like 
to do, where did they come 
from? 

All of these questions have 
brought us to the conclusion 
that these Canadians deserve to 
be acknowledged. Though we 
are not prepared to say that they 
will never be found - the hope 
must continue - we feel that 
putting a face and story to each 
of the Canadian victims would 
be beneficial to their families and 
to all Canadians. 

Baron and I have decided to 
put together a website, 
www.canadiansremember.ca, as 
a tribute to these Canadians. It 
would not be an elaborate site 
but rather a simple site designed 
to acknowledge and tell the story 
of each of these individuals. The 
site will feature a few pictures 
and a brief biography of each 
Canadian victim. We discussed 
making a monetary contribu¬ 
tion to one of the many relief 
funds available but really 


wanted to do more. This site is 
our way of ensuring the victims 
do not become a statistic and will 
be a lifetime tribute to them. 

The most difficult and time 
consuming task of this project 
will be connecting with the rela¬ 
tives and friends of the missing 
victims in order to collect the 
photos and personal informa¬ 
tion. A toll-free line has been set 
up (1 -877-892-4242) and can be 
used by anyone who wants to 
provide us with information or 
for inquiries. No information on 
any victim will be posted on the 
site without the prior authori¬ 
zation of a direct family mem¬ 
ber. 


Since we are doing all of the 
research work from our home, 
the same phone line is being 
used for phone, fax and Internet. 
Should you have any questions 
or require more information, or 
should you have any sugges¬ 
tions which would help in our 
quest to connect with the vic¬ 
tim's families, please feel free to 
contact me on my cell phone at 
905-687-4421. 

Only the toll free line should 
be given out as the contact 
number for family members of 
the missing Canadians.

Chinook’ s Edge board election has very few races

The Chinook's Edge Board of 
Education will see little in the 
way of change over this year as 
there are only three races with 
in the division. 

Jackie Swainson, Sandi 
Chalmers, Doug Campbell, Ron 
Fisher, Joyce Lagston and 
Board Chair Roy Brassard have 
all been acclaimed and will serve 
on the board next year. 

Penny Archibald will defend 
her seat from Connie Huelsman, 
incumbent Stuart Little from 
Vivienne Campbell and Car- 
stairs area trustee lan Taylor 
from Herman Epp. 

For the most part the same 
faces will be seen around the 
table at the Chinook's Edge 
board room in the newly pur¬ 
chased provincial building. And 
in that sense there will be some 
continuity from the last board 
to the next. Brassard recalls the 
start of the last three years and 
said there were many immedi¬ 
ate issue that had to be address. 
Seven of the trustees were

In 
addition there had been no 
agreement between the board 
and the teachers in the area cre¬ 
ating further uncertainty. 

This year he believes the 
transition will be easier as there 
is a continuat ion of board mem¬ 
bers and no uncertain issues 
looming in the near future.

County will further 
research hamlet status 
for local areas

Mountain View County Council is planning on researching 
why areas of Water Valley, Westward Ho, Harmattan, Dogpound 
and Eagle Hill are not eligible for hamlet status. 

Councillor Diane Davies served notice of motion that the 
County pursue hamlet status for the area at the August Council 
meeting, but research done by administration suggests that un¬ 
der the Municipal Government Act none of the areas in question 
meet the requirements for becoming a hamlet. 

According to the MGA areas that can be designated as ham¬ 
lets consist of five or more buildings used as dwelling, a majority 
of which are on parcels of land smaller than 1,850 square metres, 
has a generally accepted boundary and name and contains par¬ 
cels of land that are used for nonresidential purposes. 

When hearing of the criteria, Councillors were surprised that 
some of the areas did not meet the above-mentioned requirements 
and sent the issue to the Municipal Planning Commission. 

When applying the above criteria, none of the hamlet areas 
listed in the Municipal Development Plan meet the definition of a 
hamlet as defined by the Municipal Government Act. 

Often provincial grants are available through various provin¬ 
cial departments that would include hamlet areas. 

Many of these grants contain their own specific criteria or 
definition for a hamlet that may differ from the Municipal Gov¬ 
ernment Act. 

When grants are available that would include hamlet areas, a 
review of the County's hamlet areas against the grant definition 
would be appropriate.

Mountain View County Councillors should be better at com¬ 
munication and cooperation, said a local resident who is vying 
for a County job. 

Jim Turner, who is a Health Authority 5 Board member, an¬ 
nounced he would be running in division #3 (Dave Derksen's 
position) for a council position earlier this year. 

One of the biggest issues of the County election is likely the 
new administration building. Turner said the issue should never 
have gotten as far as it did. 

“They just don’t seem to do their homework,” said Turner. 
“They seem to talk around a problem or concern but just can’t 
seem to finalize it.” 

Turner said there have been many instances with many differ¬ 
ent boards and councils where communication was a problem. 

"From what I can see, the divisions have become empires," said 
Turner who has lived in the area for about 30 years. "Councillors 
seem to only deal with the area instead of looking at the overview 
of the entire County." 

Turner said an example of this was all of the committees that 
have been struck having to deal with fire. 

He said since a separate councillor sits on each committee, it 
is hard for consensus to be reached. 

He thought that one person should handle the fire issue and 
another the recreation issue. 

Turner added he thought all of the committees need to be looked 
at to see if there was still a purpose to all of them. 

Turner, whose education background is in Counselling and 
Psychology, said his previous experiences and training make him 
a well-suited candidate for the job. 

"My training is that of a councillor, not as an elected official 
but that of a guidance councillor. My training is listening rather 
than talking. You have to be able to listen to what people are 
saying." 

While Turner believes there should be improvements made 
within the County Council chambers, there are items that do 
impress him about this council. 

"I am really impressed with Ian Harvie. I am more impressed 
with him all of the time. He has a good overview of the whole 
County and the relationships with the Towns. The councillors 
seem to be more focused on their own divisions. 

"They need to get away from the division focus. If there is talk 
about the roads, the focus should be about all of the roads." 

Turner will be running for office as a County Councillor, and 
has already been appointed for another term with the Health 
Authority. 

He said he didn't think the two positions would conflict with 
each other because meetings are typically held on different days. 

He also thought the people he represents at the Health Au¬ 
thority meetings and the people he would represent at a County 
level, if elected, would often be the same. 

"I think there is some overlap there," he said.

Didsbury makes international headlines

Didsbury made headlines in 
another country this year af¬ 
ter the Chairman of the Dids¬ 
bury Civic Society from Eng¬ 
land made a visit to the small 
Alberta town. 

The South Manchester Re¬ 
porter carried a story about 
the visit called "Didsbury, 
Canada - a home from home" 
chronicling the visit of Tom 
Webster that took place in 
May earlier this year. 

The article, written by Kate 
Lye, cited golf as a favourite 
pastime among local residents 
and that "over here the lure 
of good schools and restau¬ 
rants is bringing hoards and 
hoards of house-buyers to 
Didsbury.” 

Also cited in the article is 
the famous New Year's Day 
fire in 1914 that destroyed 35 
local businesses. 

"The townspeople agreed to 
rebuild Didsbury bigger and 
better than it had been and it 
has continued to develop ever 
since," stated the article. 


Illustrating the story was 
a postcard written by Webster 
and pictures of the local 
campground, the lawnbowling 
facility and the golfer mural 
on the Didsbury's water 
tower. 

Also included was the text 
of a postcard sent back to Eng¬ 
land by Webster. 

When Wester made his trip 
to Didsbury he took the time 
to talk with the Didsbury Re¬ 
view about the trip. 

"I was very impressed,” he 
told the Review at the end of 
May during his trip. "In a land 
that is broad-swept prairie 
you see these isolated little 
villages. Then you rise over a 
hill and there is a green hol¬ 
low. It's like coming down into 
an oasis." 

While in Didsbury, Webster 
made a whirlwind tour of the 
town with Town Councillor 
Gordon Quantz that included 
going to the new RCMP de¬ 
tachment and the hospital. 
Later he was the guest of hon¬ 
our at a barbecue that was 
attended by many Town rep¬ 
resentatives.

“The biggest lesson I have learned 
over the years as Mayor of Didsbury is

Q: A few years ago, you wrote a book called “When God 
Doesn’t Make Sense.” If ever that thesis applied, it is in re¬ 
sponse to the recent terrorist attacks in New York City and 
Washington, D C., in which thousands of innocent people lost 
their lives. How do we “make sense” of these tragic events? 

A: It is impossible to understand — or even comprehend — 
the pain and suffering that was unleashed on our country on 
Sept. 11, 2001. Nor can the theological implications of a trag¬ 
edy of this magnitude be easily explained. I believe that people 
who think they have “figured out” where God is in a situa¬ 
tion like this just haven’t lived long enough. Sometimes there 
are circumstances in our lives when the pieces just don’t fit, 
and there are no good answers to the question “Why?” In 
moments like these, I believe that our obligation is to go on 
trusting in the Lord and looking to him for solace. 

Q: Some people might be tempted to blame God because he 
didn’t stop the terrorists from killing so many people. What 
are your thoughts on this type of response? 

A: It is inaccurate — and almost blasphemous — to say 
that God was responsible for this great evil. He loves his chil¬ 
dren, and he doesn’t spend his time looking for ways to inflict 
pain and sorrow on them. As for why God allowed this par¬ 
ticular event to happen, I can only articulate an answer based 
on my inadequate understanding of how he deals with us as 
mortals. God has given each of us a free will. Without the 
ability to make choices — whether right or wrong — we would 
be nothing more than puppets on strings. God could have pro¬ 
grammed us to perform in a certain way, but that would have 
made it impossible for us to love him voluntarily. Therefore, 
he has granted us the ability to make independent choices, 
which sometimes lead to terrible assaults on each other. Peo¬ 
ple are responsible for their own behavior, and just as we have 
the ability to do things that are pleasing to God, we can also 
do things that grieve him. 

Q: Speaking of grief, how can we hope to deal with the 
feelings of sorrow and despair that we’re experiencing in the 
wake of these events? 

A: My heart goes out to those who lost loved ones in New 
York. Washington, D.C., and Pennsylvania — many of whom 
will never even see the remains of their family members lying 
beneath the rubble. Even beyond those immediately affected, 
the terrorist attack was a horrible experience for all Ameri¬ 
cans. It’s going to take time for us to come to terms with our 
sorrow; we need to think through what has happened to us 
and let our emotions heal. I have been encouraged by the re¬ 
newed interest in prayer and spirituality that has swept our 
country since Sept. 11. We must continue to come before our 
Heavenly Father in both our anger and our grief. He has been 
there with us through our crises in the past, and he has prom¬ 
ised never to leave us or forsake us. Two of our greatest re¬ 
sources are our families and our faith, and it is to these foun¬ 
dations that we must cling during this difficult time. 

Q: With families in mind, what can parents do to help their 
young children cope with the images of evil and suffering that 
have been broadcast in recent days? America has never wit¬ 
nessed horror of this magnitude from within its borders, and 
images of exploding planes, falling bodies and collapsing build¬ 
ings seem to be burned in our minds. 

A: It is extremely important for parents to realize that their 
children’s security and their sense of well-being are deeply 
rooted in their relationship with Mom and Dad. If children 
see their parents expressing too much anguish and grief, they 
are going to become frightened. It is critical that parents talk 
to their kids and assure them that there is no reason to be 
afraid. Similarly, if boys and girls are allowed to watch end¬ 
less replays of this horrible event on TV to the point that they 
perceive it as an ongoing crisis, then they are going to suffer. 
In addition to limiting a child’s access to the disturbing im¬ 
ages on the evening news, parents should also encourage their 
children to talk about what they have already seen in an ef¬ 
fort to find out how their young minds are processing the 
information. Finally, I must stress again the importance of 
prayer. Parents should encourage their children to talk to God 
about their fears. They should also teach their young ones to 
pray for the people directly affected by the attacks, including 
those who have lost family members and those who are 
wounded or in the hospital. They can also pray for the fire¬ 
men, rescue workers and others who are sifting through the 
rubble and dealing with the aftermath in a number of ways.

It was an evening of laughter, tears and good com¬ 
pany as eight staff, four of whom are RCMP mem¬ 
bers, said goodbye to the Didsbury RCMP detachment. 

It was one of the largest one-time staff turnovers 
for a small RCMP detachment like Didsbury’s. 

Over 200 people attended the social event 
that bid farewell to old friends and colleagues while 
welcoming those who will try to fill their shoes. 

Some of those shoes will be hard to fill as the de¬ 
tachment bid farewell to long time members Cst. 
Charlene Lewis, Cst. Myles Peckham. M E Kara Krebs 
and Cpl. Vaughn Christensen. 

Lewis began her career as an RCMP member in 
Didsbury back in 1992 and she says at first she didn’t 
know what to expect, but in time she came to fall in 
love with the community and the people. 

“It’s just a great place, I love it...Didsbury is a 
place to call home...this will always be home,” said 
Lewis. 

In her time here she succeeded in building an ex¬ 
cellent rapport with the local community as well us 
her colleagues. 

Sgt. Ron Platz credited Lewis for her excellent in¬ 
terview and investigative skills as well as her work 
with the local Policing Advisory Committee. Lewis is 
taking a transfer to Grand Prairie with her husband 
who has just graduated from Depot as an RCMP mem¬ 
ber and is taking his first posting in Grand Prairie. 

“We’re going to miss you here, your work here 
was paramount,” said Platz. 

Cst. Peckham, who was known as the joker and 


the prankster around the detachment, added to his 
credentials when he caused one of the rookie mem¬ 
bers, new to town, to show up at the banquet dressed 
in Red Surge. He is leaving to take a position with 
the passport and immigration department as a plain 
clothes member. 

Platz commended Peckham for all his hard work 
in Didsbury especially for his efforts with the DARE 
program. Peckham bid the community farewell in his 
own style stealing the mic for 20 minutes, in which 
time he had the audience in hysterics. 

Krebs who is leaving to pursue other avenues in 
her life said she was going to miss the people from 
the detachment the most. 

Cpl. Christensen was the longest running member 
who said good bye Saturday night. Christensen spent 
11 years in Didsbury rounding off his 26 years as an 
RCMP member and he will move on to the next stage 
of his life as an inspection officer for Alberta Agricul¬ 
ture. After being an member of the RCMP for as long 
as he has, Christensen says it is something that is in 
his blood and although there are aspects of the job he 
says he won’t miss he will definitely miss the people. 
But, he says he leaves confident that the community 
is in good hands. Sgt. Platz added by saying 
Christensen would be missed in Didsbury. 

“We’re going to miss you, the RCMP are going to 
miss you and the communities you policed are going 
to miss you,” he said. 

Aside from retiring, that evening was also 
Christensen and his wife Carol’s 20th wedding anni¬ 
versary. 

Even the shorter running employees will be missed 


around the detachment, public intern Sandy 
Passmore, who is credited for her work with the local 
business watch program and her skill behind the com¬ 
puter is leaving after completing the one year term of 
her internship. Passmore addressed the crowd with 
emotion in her voice commenting that her time in 
Didsbury became so much more than work experi¬ 
ence. 

“This was supposed to be a learning experience 
and a job for me, it’s turned out to be so much more,” 
she said. “I’ve made friends here and met the most 
wonderful bunch of people.” 

Cst. Barry Neely, after only a year in Didsbury is 
taking the next step in his career after accepting a 
transfer and a promotion to corporal at the Consort 
RCMP Detachment. 

Each of the departing employees were an intricate 
component to the workings and the community with 
in the RCMP detachment and Platz wished them luck 
in their future endeavors. 

“I salute all of you, you’re truly the best of the 
best, job well done, goodbye and good luck,” said 
Platz. 

Stepping into fill the holes left in the detachment 
are Constables, Gloria Wipf, Chris Goyetche, Chris 
Resiter, Cpl. Conal Archer and M/E Robin Morrison. 

The evening was closed out with greetings and fare¬ 
wells from the communities of Didsbury, Carstairs 
and Cremona, all of which are policed by the Dids¬ 
bury detachment.

ALBERTA HARVEST 

Three-quarters of Alberta’s total 
crops are now harvested 


There was good harvest 
progress throughout the prov¬ 
ince this past week. Overall, 
about three-quarters of the to¬ 
tal crop is now harvested. Up 
to eight-tenths of an inch of 
rain fell in parts of the central 
region this past week but in 
general, soil remains extremely 
dry with the provincial soil 
moisture rating coming in at 14 
- short - this week. Many farm¬ 
ers are holding off their fall 
work hoping for rain. 

The harvest is complete in 
the southern part of the prov¬ 
ince. Except near Vulcan where 
there's still some flax standing, 
most crops are in the bin.

After a three-year sab¬ 
batical from formal public service, I 
have a renewed enthusiasm for once 
again becoming involved in the deliv¬ 
ery of an educational service to the elec¬ 
torate of the Chinook's Edge School Di¬ 
vision." 

Epp has four main goals if he is 
elected. We wants to help strengthen the 
public education system, have all avail¬ 
able education funds applied effectively, 
help develop a balance between needs 
and wants and to define and operate 
within an appropriate mandate. 

Epp is hoping to bring an increased 
level of communication if he is elected 
to the position. He said that he will at¬ 
tempt to reduce the remoteness to the 
Board of this large board by a system- 


rience in management of public funds 
and will make a firm commitment to 
have all available educational dollars 
appropriated to areas and programs 
that will most benefit the students." 


While there are few school board 
races in the Chinook's Edge School Di¬ 
vision, there will be one held locally. 

Incumbent of Ward 9, which borders 
on the Town of Didsbury, Ian Taylor will 
fight for his seat against former CAO of 
Mountain View County Herman Epp. 

It is one of just three races that will 
be held for seats on the Chinook's Edge 
Board. 

"I have really enjoyed it," said Taylor 
of his tenure over the last three years. 
"The board has had a big effect on pub¬ 
lic education." 

Taylor said that his working life in 
education has been relevant to the ex¬ 
periences and decisions he has made at 
the board level. 

"It’s one way of bringing a back¬ 
ground into public service said Taylor 
adding that he has enjoyed being able 
to act as a spokesperson for "the little 
guy." 

One of the challenges, Taylor sees for 
the School Board and more specifically 
to his ward is to keep small high schools 
attractive to students in the way of a 
variety of courses. 

Another m^jor issue the board will 
continue to be faced with is the encroach¬ 
ment of separate school districts within 
the Chinook's Edge division lines. 
Innisfail has already felt the pressure 
from the Catholic Board. Taylor said the 
process will weaken the public system 
as it draws current students out of the 
current school.
